WHEAT  HARVESTS  DELAYED  IN  ARGENTDTA;  PRODUCTION  ESTI^IATES  DECREASED  IN 

AUSTRALIA. 

Harvesting  of  the  wheat,  oats  and  linseed  crops  in  Argentina  has  been  de- 
layed hy  wet  weather.      Hailstorms  occiirred  in  the  provinces  of  Santa  Fe  and 
Cordoha  the  latter  part  of  November  hut  the  extent  of  the  damage  done  was  not 
reported.      According  to  a  report  hy  Broomhall  the  probable  A\;3tralian  wheat 
crop  is  new  reduced  .to  between  90,000,000  and  100,000,000  bushels.  The 
unofficial  Australian  Government  forecast  is  placed  at  105,000,000  bushels. 
A  medium  outturn  of  wheat  is  expected  in  South  Africa, 

FALL  SEEDING  IS  DELAYED  IN  GSHivlANY  AND  YUGOSLAVIA;   INCREASED  ACREAGE 

REPORTED  IN  FRANCE. 

The  work  of  autumn  seeding  in  Germany  has  been  delayed  as  the  result  of 
heavy  rains  which  prevented  the  digging  of  the  potato  and  beet  crops,  according 
to  a  report  of  the  German  Agricultural  Gconcil,      Rains  delayed  the  seeding 
considerably  in  Yugoslavia  also,      French  officials  have  stated  that  the  winter 
wheat  acreage  this  year  will  show  a  material  increase  over  tha:t  of  1921, 
Private  reports  are  not  so  op-Jimistic,  however.      Seeding  conditions  in  the 
United  Kingdom  are  reported  to  have  been  much  better  this  fall  than  last. 
In  Hungary  excellent  weather  the  latter  part  of  November  allowed  the  wheat 
grower  to  proceed  with  the  sowing  which  had  been  delayed  by  heavy  rains.  ,

According  to  the  third  cotton  forecast  which  includes  the  entire 
cotton  area  of  India  cahled  to  this  Bureau  by  the  Departirent  of  statistics 
of  India  the  cotton  x^roduction  of  India  for  1922-23  is  estinated  at 
4,016.000  hales  of  478  po^mds  net.      This  is  aii  increase  of  11  per  cent  over 
the  corresponding  estimate  last  year  of  3,623,000  tales.      The  imal  estimate 
last  year  was  3,735,000  hales.      Acreage  and  production  compared  witn  pre- 
vious years  and  with  final  estimates  are  given  below:

DAIRY  INDUSTBY  IN  IRELAND. 

The  production  of  butter  and  cheese  is  mainly  organized  on  coopera- 
tive lines,  there  being  in  I9I7  about  7OO  factories  for  the  manufacture  of 
butter,   in  many  of  which  cheese  is  also  made,  and  seven  for  the  manufacture 
of  m.argarine  .    According  to  the  Irish  Yearbook  there  are  between  l6s,000,000 
and  196,000,000  pounds  of  butter  made  annually  in  Ireland.    About  50^  of 
this  is  farm.er's  butter  and  the  remainder  is  put  upon  the  market  by  cream- 
eries and  factories.    Before  the  war  about  half  the  total  output  was  ex- 
ported.   Less  than  a  quarter  is  nc;/  exported.    Almost  all  of  the  experts  go 
to  Great  Britain  and  amiount  to  less  than  25ft  of  the  British  external  supply.
